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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chen (U.S. Patent 
number 6,809,689 Bl). 

Regarding claim 1, Chen discloses a planar inverted F antenna (PIFA) (2) (Figs. 3-5), 
which the antenna portion is allocated on a quality conductive metal element (3) within the 
electronic unit, furthermore, the antenna portion and the metal element are incorporated into a 
single component (Figs. 1-5, col. 3, lines 12-47). 

Regarding claim 2, Chen discloses the planar inverted F antenna wherein the metal 
element is a rigid metal plate structure, the antenna portion being formed on any side of the metal 
plate while incorporated as a whole (Figs. 3-5). 

Regarding claim 3, Chen discloses the planar inverted F antenna wherein the metal 
element is a rigid metal frame, the antenna portion being formed on any side of the metal frame 
while incorporated as a whole (Figs. 3-5). 
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Regarding claim 4, Chen discloses the planar inverted F antenna wherein the antenna 
portion is a planar inverted F antenna (2) (Figs. 3-5). 

Regarding claims 5-8, Chen discloses the planar inverted F antenna wherein the 
electronic unit is inherently a desktop PC, notebook, table PC or PDA (as cited by Chen in Figs. 
1 and 2).
